SEC. 150. (a) IN GENERAL.—Notwithstanding any 6

other provision of law, through the date specified in sec-7

tion 106(3), the President may not—8

(1) waive, suspend, reduce, provide relief from, or 9

otherwise limit the application of sanctions described in 10

subsection (b) or refrain from applying any such sanc-11

tions; or 12

(2) remove a foreign person listed in Attachment 3 13

or Attachment 4 to Annex II of the Joint Comprehensive 14

Plan of Action from the list of specially designated nation-15

(b) SANCTIONS DESCRIBED.—The sanctions de-3

scribed in this subsection are—4

(1) the sanctions described in sections 4 5

through 7.9 of Annex II of the Joint Comprehensive 6

Plan of Action; and 7

(2) the sanctions described in any other agree-8

ment related to the nuclear program of Iran that in-9

cludes the United States, commits the United States 10

to take action, or pursuant to which the United 11

States commits or otherwise agrees to take action, 12

regardless of the form it takes, whether a political 13

commitment or otherwise, and regardless of whether 14

it is legally binding or not. 15

(c) JOINT COMPREHENSIVE PLAN OF ACTION DE-16

FINED.—In this section, the term ‘‘Joint Comprehensive 17

Plan of Action’’ means the Joint Comprehensive Plan of 18

Action, signed at Vienna on July 14, 2015, by Iran and 19

by the People’s Republic of China, France, Germany, the 20

Russian Federation, the United Kingdom and the United 21

States, with the High Representative of the European 22

Union for Foreign Affairs and Security Policy, and all im-23

plementing materials and agreements related to the Joint 24

Comprehensive Plan of Action. 25
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PROTECTING LIFE BY PROHIBITING TAXPAYER FUNDING 1

FOR ABORTION PROVIDERS 2

SEC. 151. (a) PROHIBITION.—No Federal funds may 3

be provided (directly or indirectly, including through con-4

tract or subcontract) to an entity through the date speci-5

fied in section 106(3) unless the entity certifies that, dur-6

ing the period for which such funds are provided, the enti-7

ty will not perform, and will not provide any funds to any 8

other entity that performs, an abortion. 9

(b) EXCEPTION.—Subsection (a) does not apply with 10

respect to an abortion where—11

(1) the pregnancy is the result of rape or in-12

cest; or 13

(2) a physician certifies that the woman suffers 14

from a physical disorder, physical injury, or physical 15

illness that would place the woman in danger of 16

death unless an abortion is performed, including a 17

life-threatening physical condition caused by or aris-18

ing from the pregnancy itself. 19

(c) HOSPITALS.—Subsection (a) does not apply with 20

respect to a hospital, so long as such hospital does not, 21

during the period for which funds described in subsection 22

(a) are provided to such hospital, provide funds to any 23

non-hospital entity that performs an abortion (other than 24

an abortion described in subsection (b)). 25
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(d) APPROPRIATIONS.—1

(1) IN GENERAL.—There is authorized to be 2

appropriated, and appropriated, $45,712,329 for the 3

community health center program under section 330 4

of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 254b), 5

in addition to any other funds made available to 6

such program, for the period for which the funding 7

limitation under subsection (a) applies. 8

(2) LIMITATION.—None of the funds authorized 9

or appropriated pursuant to this subsection may be 10

expended for an abortion other than as described in 11

subsection (b). 12

(e) CONSTRUCTION.—Nothing in this section shall be 13

construed to reduce overall Federal funding available in 14

support of women’s health. 15

(f) DEFINITIONS.—In this section: 16

(1) The term ‘‘entity’’ means the entire legal 17

entity, including any entity that controls, is con-18

trolled by, or is under common control with such en-19

tity. 20

(2) The term ‘‘hospital’’ has the meaning given 21

to such term in section 1861(e) of the Social Secu-22

rity Act (42 U.S.C. 1395x(e)). 23

  150. Suspension of authority to waive, suspend, reduce, provide relief from, or otherwise limit the application of sanctions pursuant to an agreement related to the nuclear program of Iran 
  (a) In general Notwithstanding any other provision of law, through the date specified in section 106(3), the President may not— 
  (1) waive, suspend, reduce, provide relief from, or otherwise limit the application of sanctions described in subsection (b) or refrain from applying any such sanctions; or 
  (2) remove a foreign person listed in Attachment 3 or Attachment 4 to Annex II of the Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action from the list of specially designated nationals and blocked persons maintained by the Office of Foreign Asset Control of the Department of the Treasury. 
  (b) Sanctions described The sanctions described in this subsection are— 
  (1) the sanctions described in sections 4 through 7.9 of Annex II of the Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action; and 
  (2) the sanctions described in any other agreement related to the nuclear program of Iran that includes the United States, commits the United States to take action, or pursuant to which the United States commits or otherwise agrees to take action, regardless of the form it takes, whether a political commitment or otherwise, and regardless of whether it is legally binding or not. 
  (c) Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action defined In this section, the term  Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action means the Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action, signed at Vienna on July 14, 2015, by Iran and by the People’s Republic of China, France, Germany, the Russian Federation, the United Kingdom and the United States, with the High Representative of the European Union for Foreign Affairs and Security Policy, and all implementing materials and agreements related to the Joint Comprehensive Plan of Action. 
  151. Protecting life by prohibiting taxpayer funding for abortion providers 
  (a) Prohibition No Federal funds may be provided (directly or indirectly, including through contract or subcontract) to an entity through the date specified in section 106(3) unless the entity certifies that, during the period for which such funds are provided, the entity will not perform, and will not provide any funds to any other entity that performs, an abortion. 
  (b) Exception Subsection (a) does not apply with respect to an abortion where— 
  (1) the pregnancy is the result of rape or incest; or 
  (2) a physician certifies that the woman suffers from a physical disorder, physical injury, or physical illness that would place the woman in danger of death unless an abortion is performed, including a life-threatening physical condition caused by or arising from the pregnancy itself. 
  (c) Hospitals Subsection (a) does not apply with respect to a hospital, so long as such hospital does not, during the period for which funds described in subsection (a) are provided to such hospital, provide funds to any non-hospital entity that performs an abortion (other than an abortion described in subsection (b)). 
  (d) Appropriations 
  (1) In general There is authorized to be appropriated, and appropriated, $45,712,329 for the community health center program under section 330 of the Public Health Service Act (42 U.S.C. 254b), in addition to any other funds made available to such program, for the period for which the funding limitation under subsection (a) applies. 
  (2) Limitation None of the funds authorized or appropriated pursuant to this subsection may be expended for an abortion other than as described in subsection (b). 
  (e) Construction Nothing in this section shall be construed to reduce overall Federal funding available in support of women’s health. 
  (f) Definitions In this section: 
  (1) The term  entity means the entire legal entity, including any entity that controls, is controlled by, or is under common control with such entity. 
  (2) The term  hospital has the meaning given to such term in section 1861(e) of the Social Security Act (42 U.S.C. 1395x(e)).
